McCullough Pays for Crime 


In Georgia’s Chair of Death 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Aug. 
With a bumble prayer and a final 
charge that his son was the kill- 
er, grizzled Andrew McCullough went 
to his death in the electric chair to- 
day for murdering William B. Baker, 
former president of the 
Atlantic Ice & Coal Corporation. 

Stoicism that had characterized the 
Fayette county farmer in years of 
conflict with the law was broken 
within the death chamber at the state 
prison farm but his calm demeanor 
stayed with him until the current 
snapped off bis life. 

Entering the chamber a few min- 
utes before 11 o'clock. he glanced 


_ around and exclaimed, “I’ve been jok- 


ed a lot but this ain't no joke.” 
Then he sat down in the chair and

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WASHINGTON, Aug. ' 
A 59 per cent increase in industrial 
output between. April and July, but 
with employment lagging far behind 
in this period before the blue eagle 
appeared, was reported today by the 
federal reserve board. 

“Employment has expanded at a 
much slower rate than production, as 
is usual in the early stages of recov- 
ery, since giving more work to those 
already on the pay rolls precedes the 
hiring of new workers,” the board 
said in its monthly review of busi- 
ness conditions. 

“More than 1,500,000 persons were 


re-employed during the second quar-f 


ter, but the number still idle in June 
approximated 11,000,000.”

as Eastern Seaboard Be- 
gins Rehabilitation. 


By the Associated Press. 
The Atlantic seaboard began pick- 
ing itself up yesterday from one of 
the most disastrous storms in recent 


years. 

The death toll stood at 49 and 
northern New York to North Caro- 
lina floods still threatened to add to 
this total. The property damage 
reached millions. 

Laurel, Del., was restored to com- 
munication with the rest of the state 
after authorities, to relieve the flood 
in Record’s lake that threatened to 
inundate the town, dynamited a dam 
on Broad creek. The Red Cross sub- 
sequently abandoned its efforts to rush 
aid to the stricken area. 

Coast guard cutters still were seek- 
ing the motorship Solarina, a 225-ton 
eraft missing somewhere off the Caro- 
linas with 12 persons aboard. The 
ship was due at Southport, 8S. C., on 
Thursday afternoon, but failed to ar- 
rive. 

Hundreds of parents in New York 
city breathed much easier upon re- 
ceipt of word that more than 120 
girls and boys at a flooded camp in 
Giodeffroy, N. Y., no longer were in 
danger. The Neversink river, which 
marooned them in their mess hall, 
slowly began to recede.

The board described the industrial 
production advance as “much more 
rapid’ than in any other period in 
recent years. 

“The increase was about evently 
distributed between durable manufac- 
tures—including iron and steel, non- 
ferrous metals, coke, lumber, automo- 
biles, locomotives and ships—and non- 
durable manufactures—mainly textile, 
leather, food, tobacco, rubber and pa- 
per products,” the report said. “Out- 
put of nondurable manufactures im 
June reached a level considerably 
above the 1923-1925 average, while 
output of durable manufactures which 
had previously declined to extremely 
low levels, after its recent rise was, 
in June, still 85 per cent below the 
1923-25 average. 

“The recent increase in output of 
nondurable manufactures was wide- 
spread but was especially large at 
cotton and woolen mills and at cig- 
aret factories. ... 

“The rapid growth in industrial 
output during the second quarter 
made additional jobs available and 
furnished more work to employes al- 
ready on pay roll. As is usual, after 
a period of inactivity, however, many 
producers, especially in highly mer- 
chandized industries such as automo- 
biles and steel, increased output sub- 
stantially without a corresponding in- 
crease in the amount of labor re- 
quired or in pay rolls. 

“In the cotton, textile and shoe in- 
dustries, where activity was already 
at a fairly high level in March, pay 
rolls increased by about the same 
amount as output. 

“As measured by current indexes, 
output of manufactures as a whole in- 
creased in the second quarter by about 
three-fifths, pay rolls by one-fourth, 
and the number of persons employed 
by one-eighth.”

“*4 month later, after photograph- 
ing again the same locality, Professor 
Bronson looked for the two new stars 
and found that they had moved. No 
object of stellar distance could show 
displacement in so short a space of 
time. It was certain, therefore, that 
the newly observed bodies were not 
stars. They must be previously un- 
observed and unsuspected members of 
our solar system, or else objects, from 
outside our system, now approaching 
us. 

“‘They must be new planets or 
| comets—or strangers from space, 
| “*All planets known to be asso- 
| conten with our sun move approxi- 

mately in the plane described by the 
earth’s orbit. This is true, whatever 
the size or distance of the planets, 
| from Mercury to Pluto. The two 
| Bronson bodies were moving almost 
Lat right angles to the plane of the 
| planetary orbits. 

“Comets appear from all direc- 
tions; but these two bodies did not 
| resemble comets when viewed through 
ithe greater telescope. One of them, at 
‘the time of the second observation, 
showed a smali but perceptible disk. 
| Its spectrum exhibited the character- 
_istie lines of reflected sunlight. Mean- 


| while, several observations of position 
}and movement were made which made 
it plain that the two Bronson bodies 
were objects of planetary dimensions 
| and characteristics, approaching us 
|from out of stellar distances—that is, 
| from space. 
“*The two bodies 
_associated, approaching us together 
| and at the same speed. Both now 
show disks which can be measured. 
It can now be estimated that, when 
first observed, they had approached 
within the distance from the sun of 
the planet Neptune. It must he re- 
_membered, however, that they lie in 
) an entirely different direction. 
“Since coming under observation, 
they have moved within the distance 
_of the orbit of our planet Uranus, 
and are approaching the distance of 


Saturn. 

‘Bronson Alpha—which is the 
_hame temporarily assigned to the 
larger of the two new bodies—ap- 
pears in the telescope similar in size 
to Uranus. That is, its estimated 
diameter is something over forty 
thousand miles. Bronson Beta. which 
is the smaller of the two bodies, has 
an estimated diameter of eight thou- 
sand miles. It is similar in size, there- 
|fore, to the earth. 

“*Bronson Beta at present is in 
advance of Alpha in their approach 
toward the solar system; but they do 
not move in parallel lines; Beta, 
which is the smaller, revolves about 
Alpha so that their positions con- 
stantly change, 

fre ‘They have both come definitely 
within the sphere of gravitational in- 
fluence of the sun; but having arrived 
| from interstellar space, their speeds 
| of approach greatly exceed the veloci- 
| ties of our familiar planets in their 
| orbits around the sun. 

“ “Such are the observed phenom- 
.ena. The following is necessarily 
highly speculative, but it is offered as 
a possible explanation of the origin 
of the two Bronson bodies. 

“It has long been supposed that

“*Bleven months ago, when examin- 
ing a photographic plate of the region 
15 (Eridanus) in the southern skies, 


Professor Bronson noticed the pres- 
ence of two bodies then near the star 
Archernar, which had not been ob- 
served before. 

“*Both were exceedingly faint, and 
lying in the constellation Eridanus, 
which is one of the largest constella- 
tions im the sky. They were at first 
put down as probably long-period va- 


riable stars which had recently _ in- 
creased in brightness after having 


probably millions of suns with planets. 
It is always possible that some ca- 
tastrophe would tear the planets 
away. It would require nothing more 
than the approach of another star 
toward the sun to destroy the gravita- 
tional control of the sun over the 
earth and Venus and Mars and Jupi- 
ter and other planets, and to send 
them all spinning into space on cold 
and dark careers of their own. 

“*This world of ours, and Venus 
and Mars and Jupiter and Saturn, 
would then wander throughout in- 
definite ages—some of them perhaps 
eternally doomed to cold and dark- 
ness; others might, after incalculable 
ages, find another sun.
